HESE two learned and accurate Obfervers of Ni- 
ture, were the firft of the Moderns that wrote on 
this Subjett, and being Cotemporaries, publifhed 
their Treatifes within a year ofeach other, wiz. Bel- 
lomus A, D. 1553, and RomdeJetixs the year after , and fince 
this part of Natural Hiffory hath hitherto been the leaft han. 
led; I thought itnothere amifs to fet them in a clearer light, 
by endeavouring to reconcile and bring thefe 2 celebrated Av. 
thors together, with fome Remarks on them. :

Feclers, thinner, {mailer, fmoother and jointed, its 
horay Ayes ftand out and are guarded with f{rong Prickles, 
the Back very thorney, with a large one trom each Shoulder : 
They have 5 pair of Freer, the firlt pair or Arms, are thick, 
{hort and thorney, the reft fmooth and flender; the Rump is 
compofed of 5 flat fmooth joints, as in Lodfiers, with as ma: 
ny in the ta7/ipread. The sMae/e has fingle toes and fins under 
its Rump, the Female both double, and larger, to cover and 
defend its Fggs, and in bulk they are always biggelt : They 
are faid to copulate (like retromingent Bealts) near the Shore, 
and retain their Spawn inwardly for 3 Months, v7z. Arey, Fane, 
and Fu/y, after which the Eggs appear under their tail.

Cremorw ‘Tartarz, given every 4th 
hour, with a Julap of fimple Stomachick Waters, as of Mint 
ad aq: Theriaca/. mix’d with Cephalicks, as Sp. C. C. Tin&, 
Gift. Sp. Lavand. Comp. &. Some commend the Balfamum 
Gileadenfe at any time of the Fever, I never ufed it nor faw 
it given againft the Head-ach, and confequent Symptoms 
which affe€t the Head; I have frequently with very good 
fuccefs ufed a round flice of Orange Peel, upon the infide of 
which is fqueefed the Oyl from the reft of the Peel, and ap- 
ply one on each Temple where it raifeth a confiderable Blifter, 
aid ina few hours removes the Pain; but it {marts extream- 
ly, and yet muft be kep* on fix or eight hours, to be fure of 
is compleat effet. Thefe are to be ftrait kept on with 
Compreffes and Bandage. In the main I have always found 
a better effe€t from cooling Medicines as above mentioned, 
tan from Cordial Waters, or any thing of that kind, which 
lorather increafe the Diftemper and hinder the Crifis, then 
promote the: Cure. 

What I have here mentioned of the Method of Cure is 
moftly in general. Every one is guided to particular Methods 
tt Medicines, according as particular Symptoms or the Com- 
plex of them in different Patients do Indicate.

The Natives \ay the whole ftrefs of their Cure of this 
Diftemper upon a {pare Dyet next to Starving, which with 
them comes in place of the Evacvantia, and then they ufe 
Stomachicks, chiefly a certain Herb which grows amoneftt the 
Rice like to Hemp, with the Leaf and Stem of which they 
alfo make a fore ot Flax or Hemp-like ftuft for Ropes, Xo 
‘The dry Leaf of this Herb by way of excellency, they call in 
their Language Saccata pata. They infufe half a handful of 
it in half a Pine of cold Water all Night, and Drink the 
{trained Infufion next Morning fafting. This Infifion is very 
bitter, of the colour of Strong Beer, or blacker; and if you 
fqueefe the Herb hard, you have a very confiderable Mucilage 
from it. This is never fo effe€tual to Cure a European asa 
Native; nay, not after the Evacuantia, which I telieve is very 
much owing to their irregularity, and iatemperance of Eating 
and difierence of the Food ; for otherwife it ought at leaft 
be ufeful, as anfwering fome of the principal Indications of 
Cure, being a bitter and Mucilaginous Stomachick. © 

The Dyet of the Natives in this Diflemper is boiled Rv, 
Tower Milk, or fower Cream, and Juice of green Ginger mix’t, 
a Dyet Englifhmen would be more afraid to dye of, than of 
their Diftemper.
